We have received the following cable from Consul Smale
in Cork regarding crew difficulties on the ACADIA:

"ACADIA arrived Cobh with distinctly recalcitrant
crew due to deprivation shore leave France and England,
contention between negroes and whites, inability of master
to hav; selected crew most of whom were not salt water
seamen, inability of officeErs to maintain discipline, and
uncertainty about reasons for delay in return to the
United Statess

"Many of crew went ashore Saturday night and Eleven
were jailed resulting in instructions from Chief Irish
Imhigration Officer, Cobh to prohibit any shore leaves this
porte Master telephonically reported insubordination and
incipient mutiny to mg Sumday. I proceeded to vessel and
unbeknown to passengers addressed sober members of crew in
hold of vessel and explained their rights and obligations
and my dufy ahd authorityes On basis of promiseg to procure

reasonable shore liberty to be worked out with local

officials,
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officials, master and cPeEw representatives with mjégif
receivEd assurancg of the most unruly Crew members that
insubordination would CEASEs

"following this, system of passgs Wwas authorized and
{naugurated and although fgeling among both Crew and
passengers remained tENSE until sailing, no drastic action
which conceivably could have tled up ACADIA developeds

"Po instill confidence among passSENGErS and disciplink
among Crew Consulate arranged dinner aboard ACADIA with
1aster tenth instant, attended by American Minlster,
two military officers and civie guard officer all in
uniform, a representative of civie bodies, Vice Consul
Patterson and myself with extremely beneficial EffEcte

"Pagssengers, officeErs and CTEW apparently content
at time of departuree No untoward incident anticipated in
voyagEe Difficulties Wwith crew known to reEpresentative
meEmbers of passengers and to officials and others Cork
and Cobh but unreported in press’e
